A Tidal Probiem. 


A correspondent writes thus in answer 
to my recent paragraph about the tides 
in the Liffey. 

The tide is Merely, as you know, a large 
wave. As it is with a wave, so it is with 
the tide—the higher the crest of the wave 
the lower its trough. Consequently, when 
we have the highest tides—-namely, at new 
and full moon, or, as sailors express it, 
“at full and change’’—the crest of the 
wave is at its maximum, and the corre- 
sponding “ trough ’’ or low tide is also 
greatest, so that one gets the greatest 
“strip ’’ of low water with the highest 
tides. This is what your sailor friend 
meant when he remarked in reply to your 
observation on the low water that “ the 
tides were high these times.” The next 
spring or big tides are due about the 
6th with the full moon (which, incident- 
ally, will be totally eclipsed on that even- 
ing). These hich tides may be expected 
to be very hich, and low water, conse- 
quently, to be very low; for the tides at 
the March and September Equinoxes are 
always particularly big.

effective measure of League co-ordination

3 898 history of civilisation is, to a great 
_ extent, the history of cooking. ‘‘ Of 

all the arts,” says Brillat-Savarin, the 
greatest of French authorities on this 
subject, ‘‘ this is the one that has been of 
the greatest service to public life; for it 
is the necessities of the kitchen that have 
shown us how to use fire, and it is through 
fire that mankind has dominated nature.”’ 
Primitive man devoured his meat raw. 
Then he discovered that it tasted better 
when laid on hot stones. This was the 
first grill. Many centuries must. have 
passed before people became acquainted 
with the use of fireproof vessels for cook- 
ing. These were definitely in use with the 
Greeks ; but in the early days of Hellenic 
history grilled meat, wine and bread con- 
stituted a meal for generals and kings. 
Then came the banquets that characterised 
the Lucullus era. Later, Roman civilisa- 
tion waned, and barbarian hordes held 
sway. In such days all great arts de- 
clined—and the humble culinary art also. 


ITALIAN ORIGINS. 

Cooking as we know it to-day probably 
had its Ár "aá in Italy. Later the 
great cooking schools of France sprang up, 
and France has held the reputation for the 
best cooking ever since. 

During the Middle Ages nearly all the 
European countrics contributed immortal 
cooks to gastronomic science. There was 
Jervio in Italy, carver to Cardinal 
Farnese ; Roberto Nola, cook to the King 
of Naples ; Tzillevant in France, the father 
of French sauces. In England there was 
the anonymous writer who gave us ‘‘ The 
Booke of Cookery.’’ 

We read in “ The Perfite Platform of a 
Hop Garden ”’ in 1574 that the meal in a 
shepherd’s hut consisted of 


“Brown bread, whig. bacon; curds and milk 
Were set him on the borde.” 


In those days few vegetables were 
cultivated or eaten in England, and fish 
was neglected until Queen Elizabeth 
started a campaign to encourage it. Yet

The gas cooker and electric 
cooker stand side by side. The gas 
cooker has a griller, two large and two 
small burners ; the electric cooker is fitted 
with two large hot plates. Both have 
ovens.

it is probable that these early Saxon meals | 


had a good deal in common with the 
typical Saxon food of to-day, which is 
characterised by its simplicity. 

Kvery country in the world has its own 
particular method of cooking, and these 
methods are somé@, indication of the 
country’s general civilisation and needs. 
It implies, in any case, a large part of 
what im known as~‘‘the standard of 
living.” 


NATIONAL DISHES. 


All countries, too, have their own 
national dishes, as well as various food- 
stuffs that do not grow elsewhere. Even 
France, the queen. of cooks, has had to 
borrow these foodstuffs and dishes from 
others. Thus, in the eighteenth century 
she began to encourage beefsteak; she 
imported caviare from Russia, and soy 
from India for her kitchen. To-day one 
may see slices of Irish bacon in the best 
delikatessen shops, but only in the best, 
in Paris—it is pronounced ‘‘ bahconn ’’— 
but it is not eaten at breakfast. 

Spain’s national dish is a stew, with 
many ingredients, called l’olla pedrida,; 
Italy’s macaroni—the great lengths of 
which only a true Italian can manipulate 
on his fork. Holland boasts of her cheese, 
Hungary a stew known as gulyas, Ger- 
many pork and sauerkraut, Scotland 
haggis, china birds’ nests, and Ireland 
Irish stew. 


Hungary’s national dish is not unlike 
that of Ireland, except for its flavouring, 
and the flavouring is such that most 
novices shrink from it. It is flavoured 
with paprika, and has on that account a 
slightly red appearance, and is exceéd- 
ingly hot. Sauerkraut, as its name 
implies, is sour. While this cabbage is 
cooking it is better to be out of the 
house; the fumes that arise from it are 
not aromatic, and they penetrate every- 
where. Irish stew, well made, is excel- 
lent; but a good result could hardly be 
obtained by following a traditional

other corner of the room, and all kinds of 
cooking utensils are placed in readiness 
on some tables.

To-day the large hotels in almost all 
European capitals cook in an inter- 
national manner—which is French. The 
test of a country’s cooking is, therefore, 
in the smaller restaurants. Here, again, 
Paris carries off the palm, provided the 
restaurant is not too humble. French 
cooks are, of course, greatly facilitated 
by the cheapness of wines, fruit and 
vegetables, It is mteresting to note that 
France has seventy ways of cooking 

otatoes, although t are not a typical 
French foodstuff. The “ pratie “" is, on 
the contrary, one of the vital foods in 
Ireland. It cannot be said, however, that 
variety in the cooking of them exists 
here. 


Ireland has the material for the best 
kitchen in the world. It is an agricul- 
tural country, and has all the main food- 
stuffs first hand. Irish people show dis- 
crimination in that they do not use sub- 
stitutes. They rather prefer not to cook 
at all, and to rely on bread, butter and 
tea, than drink cheap tea and eat mar- 
gariné and bread. nfortunately, how- 
ever, their tendency is to abandon cooking 
in any case. They think, ón the whole, 
that it is too much trouble. Cooking cer- 
is troublesome, because it is 
eternally returring, but the difference in 
time in codking a bad meal and a good 
one is negligible when the difference in 
energy produced and health is weighed 
up. 
Te cooking the matter of taste counts 
almost as much as in clothes. A cook 
without imagination will serve up dreary, 
monotonous dishes, with the excuse that 
she is a “ good plain cook.” 
as easy to vary dishes, and no more ex- 
pensive than it is to serve bacon and 
cabbage every day. It is time that we 
produced an Irish kitchen which would 
consist of the excellent produce our 
country has to offer, properly, if simply, 
cooked.

In the meantime, the new tendency in the 
direction of regional arrangements has been 
growing. It cannot be ignored that the 
new tendency, as followed up to the present 
in the economic field in the absence of some 


has given rise to alarm in certain countries, 
whose trade and commerce may be prejudiced 
as a result of regional agreements, which have 
been, or are likely to be, concluded, and «hat 
there is great danger of the growth of an 
atmcsphere of suspicion and _ili-feeling 
between nations, which would be fatal to in- 
ter: «tional co-operation and peaceful eco winie 
progress. 


THE PRESTIGE OF THE LEAGUF. 


It, therefore, behoves us to give immediate 
and earnest consideration to this movement 
towards regional arrangements with a view 
to the prevention of the growth of inter- 
national ill-feeling, and to the preservation 
of the prestige of the League. It is manifest 
that the difficulties of the individual State 
In connection with disarmament lie mainly 
in the limited problem of its own security. 
In other words, the difficulties which lie in 
the way of disarmament are largelv of a 
regional character. In the case of disarma- 
ment, as of the economic problems, while we 


Accordingly the task before us is not to 
approve or condemn the tendency, but to 
recognise its existence, and to endeavour to 
control it with the purpose of ensuring that 
it will further the objects which we members 
of the League have in common. This I 
consider to be one of the vital problems 
confronting the League. 


FREE STATE’S VIEW. 


My Government believe that the League 
must evolve a technique which will enable 
it to exercise a sufficient influuence upon 
these groupings, their formation and subse 
quent conduct, to ensurt an ultimate har- 
mony between their objects and the objects 
which we have pursued in common here for 
the past twelve years. If the League cannot 
do this, then I fear very much that its main 
activities will be narrowed, and that much 
of the effort which we have expended here 
for the past twelve years will have been in 
vain.

CAUSE OF THE GOLD DRAIN. 

Amsterdam has become the centre of 
interest for the time being, and has 
div=rted attention, for the moment, even 
irom our own problems. The atmosphere 
in Holland has been decidedly panicky, 
end the City has been full of vague 
rumours (says the Financial Times). It 
secins, however,- that the banking situa- 
tio need not give rise to anxiety. The 
banks are satisfactorily liquid; as they 
have ruthlessly cut down their credits, 
forcing their customers to liquidate their 
securities. In fact, it is this forced 
lijuidation that has caused the slump on 
the Bourse, and the successful attempt of 
banks to increase their liquidity has thus 
been largely responsible for the trouble. 

The banks continue to call in funds 
from London, which accounts for the firm- 
ness of the guilder, and for the shipment 
of gold to Amsterdam. The Dutch scare 
is calculated to teach a lesson to those 
who think it advisable to transfer their 
capital abroad. Such panics, and worse, 
may occur tn any centre. In spite of our 
troubles, London compares favourably, 
from a point of view of internal stability, 
with any other market. As soon as people 
realise that there is nothing much to

The 
casualties of war, however deplorable, must 
be faced ; in peace a service which takes a 
regular toll of the lives of its devotees can 
be justified only if humanity is the gainer. 


The submarine services of the nations. un- | 


like their aeroplanes, do not fulfil this 
qualification. Indeed, their risks aggravate 
their equivocal status. Death, in the case 
of an aeroplane accident, as a rule is merci- 
fully quick; the fate of imprisoned sub- 
marine crews cannot be contemplated 
without the utmost horror. It is well that 
human endeavour is being directed to the 
mitigation of their perils; but, for some 
time to come, nothing more than such 
mitigation can be.

The Coffee Trade. 


According to a report of the Imperial 
Economic Committee, there is a black out- 
look for the coffee trade. The old trouble 
is to blame—over-production. Recent years 


trade throughout the British 
Commonwealth. It is largely due to a 
remarkable regeneration in East Africa, 
from which the quantity exported is now 
50,000 tons, or fifteen times greater than 
it was before the War. The quality has 
improved as well as the quantity, and 
coffee from Kenya and Tanganyika is 
recognised as equal to the best that is 
grown anywhere. So, at least, various 
nations have agreed ; for Germany and, to 
a less extent, the United States are good 
customers for Empire coffee. This is a fortu- 
nate circumstance for the African planters, 
since Great Britain does not consume 
anything like the quantity produced 
within the Empire. Unfortunately, while 
East Africa hurls fresh supplies upon an 
impoverished world, the coffee planters

PREMIER TO RECEIVE

A deputation, representing leading trade

Northern Parliament to give effect to the 
‘dole ” cuts will impose new duties upon 
the Belfast Board of Guardians. It is 
understood that the Guardians will be 
required to undertake the work of assess- 
ing the needs and determining the amounts 
payable to applicants for benefit during 
the transitional period. 

This work is to be performed in Great 
Britain by public assistance authorities. 

For the purpose indicated a special com- 
mittee of the Board of Guardians will be 
appointed. 

On the passing of the bill some 4,000 
cases will require investigation by the 
committee. 

A meeting of the Guardians was held 
to-day in committee to consider the pro- 
posed legislation and the new duty im- 
posed upon the Guardians

It is understood that if the ships arrive 
at Sheerness in time to give leave, the 
usual procedure of allowing men ashore 
will be followed. Ships will not proceed 
to Chatham until further orders, but this 
is not unusual. 

An early opportunity will be taken to 
invite men who consider that they have a 
grievance under the new scale of pay to 
state their cases in detail to the Com- 
mander of the ship on which they are 
serving. These particulars, will be con- 
veved through the usual channels to the

PIRATES.

REVENUE FROM 
IMPORT DUTY. 


By a Speciat CORRESPONDENT. 


¢¢ 1] DON’T think there are many wire- 

less pirates in the Free State,’’ was 
the reply of a Dublin Post Office official 
when asked if his department intended 
to follow the example of the postal 
authorities across the Irish Sea and 
pursue an intensive drive to bring to 
justice some of the hundreds of thousands 
of people who are believed to be using 
wireless sets without licences. 

Conditions in the Free State are quite 
different from those in Great Britain. 
“ Here,” he explained, “ we have an in- 
tensive scheme of prosecution. The Act 
gives power to "ree State inspectors ar to 
Civic Guards on swearing information 
that a person is suspected of using a wire- 
less set without official licence, to obtain 
from a District Justice a search warrant 
to enter any suspected premises. The 
result of this policy has been that from 
thirty to forty prosecutions a month have 
been carried out, and it is now thought 
that most of the defaulters have been 
brought to book. Of course,” he added. 
‘there are always some who will escape, 
but it is not such an easv matter to escape 
detection in a country. like this. In the 
rural areas and the small towns it is well 
nigh impossible to keep knowledge of a 
wireless set concealed. It is only in the 
few large cities that continued conceal- 
ment is possible.”’ 

There are at present approximately 
26.000 licences issued for wireless sets in 
the Free State, and it is interesting to 
note that of these roughly 20,000 are valve 
sets. It would seem that when people get 
the wireless habit they abandon crystal 
sets and instal valve sets. 


MAIN SOURCE OF REVENUE. 


Asked whether with a large increase in 
the number of licences there was anv 
prospect of the remission of the import 
duty on wireless goods, the official view 
was that a remission or reduction of the 
import duty was not at all likely; that, 
as a matter of fact, this duty provided. the 
main source of revenue for wireless 
service, but it was possible that if the 
number of users increased to something 
like three times the present figure—that 
is, if about 80,000 were in use. the 
revenue from the import duty would be 
such as to enable the Department of 
Finance to abolish the licence altogether. 
Such a figure as 80,000 was not bv anv 
means: too high, and should be easy of 
attainment if people took more advantage 
of the wireless service. 

[It is the hope of the department that 
the installation of the high-power station 
at Athlone will have the effect of brineine 
many additional thousands of sets into 
operation, especially in the Midlands. 

As to when the high-power station wil] 
be ready there was no fresh information 
available, little, in fact, bevond the state. 
ment that the machinery was ready and 
that the station would be working within 
a vear. 


LIFFEY PARKING

The proposal to cover in partially the 
River Liffey between the Metal Bridge 
and Butt Bridge may again come before 
the public at an early date for practical 
consideration. 

Some time ago Councillor Coyle had 
charge of a resolution proposing that the 
City Council should consider the advisa- 
bility of preparing plans and estimates 
for the covering in of the Liffey at 
O'Connell Bridge, in order to provide a 
central parking station for omnibuses and 
motor cars, 

The scheme carried with it the provision 
of rest places, with shelters and seating 
accommodation for citizens, and the 
decoration of the space with parterres 
of growing flowers and shrubs. It was 
claimed that a large parking station so 
centrally provided would prove a relief 
to trafic and a convenience to motorists. 


Corporation was postponed until a date 
subsequent to the publication of the Traffic 


Bill. This bill has now been before the 
public for some time, and the members of 
the Council have had full time to stndy 
its provisions.

THE APPEAL FOR 
HONDURAS.

The Times to-dav in a leading article 
says:—-The Lord Mavyor’s appeal to the 
British public to assist in the relief of the 
pitiable distress caused by the hurricane 
in British Honduras comes at a difficult 
moment. At any other time the pathetic 
tale of the sufferings of the unhappy little 
colony would draw a generous and instant 
response. Now the generous-minded must 
think twice, but even in these davs the 
second thoughts of many will prompt them 
to answer the appeal; for it is a most 
deserving one. British Honduras has 
suffered like the rest of the world in the 
general depression. 

The Englishmen who settled in this 
small area on the shores of the Caribbean 
Sea in the seventeenth century took to 
woodcutting, and ever since timber has 
been the colony’s main source of wealth. 
With the heavy fall in the prices of 
mahogany and cedar—the chief exports— 
and the decrease in the amount that is 
sold, the prosperity of a few years ago has 
declined ; and now, when the people have 
for some time been ‘feeling the pinch of 
hard times, sudden disaster has befallen 
them. 


THE CRY OF DISTRESS. 

Belize, the capital, has been wrecked. 
Most of its flimsy wooden dwellings have 
been destroyed, and the town has been 
inundated by the sea. One thousand of 
its thirteen thousand inhabitants lost their 
lives when the hurricane struck the town, 
and those who survived, homeless and 
bereaved, have to start life afresh. The 
immediate need for food and shelter for 
the destitute is urgent. Later new dwell- 
ings will have to be built, and new plant 
will have to be constructed. All this 
requires money, and the resources cf the 
Coleus, which has a population of only 
45,000, are inadequate to repair the 
damage without outside aid. 

The cry of distress, which, as the Lord 
Mayor puts it, “ arises from an ancient 
and loyal colony,’’ makes a moving appeal 
for practical sympathy. Help sent in such 
a cause is the only form of export of

LEAGUE SCOFFED AT. 


Mr. Colijn, the Dutch delegate, who is 
one of the foremost economists in Europe, 
and who presided over the Economic Con- 
ference in 1927, commented very strongly 
on the attitude of the Powers. He said 
that it was very unfair that the League 


should be blamed for the crisis and be 
scoffed at because its conferences had fed 
nowhere. 

“ But why throw the fault on the 
League, which had no executive authori- 
ties.” asked Mr. (Colin. “ If its advice 
had been followed the present crisis, 
which had been predicted, would never 
have arisen.’”’ 

Mr. Colijn said further that one of the 
last Liberal bulwarks was now threatened 
with being swept away—doubtless a refer- | 
ence to British free trade—and the conse- | 
quences would make confusion worse con- | 
founded. | 

Mr. Stucki (Switzerland) caused some- 
thing like a sensation when he said that 
Switzerland, faced with the economic 
crisis, with her adverse trade balance 
mounting up in the most disquieting 
manner, claimed the _ right to take 
measures for her own protection. 


LIMITING IMPORTS. 


She was not abandoning her prin- 
ciples; but wis simply concerned with her 
salvation in the present crisis.

The whole position was again re- 
viewed on Tuesday when the conference re- 
assembled, and it was announced that a basis 
of agreement had been arrived at. This, it 
is believed, is satisfactory to both sides. 


WIRE FROM LONDON. 

Mr. Murphy, Irish Free State manager of 
the company, went to London on Tuesday 
evening to place the terms of the proposed 
settlement before his directors, and last night 
a wire from London announced that the com- 
pany had agreed to the terms of the settle- 
ment. It is now expected that a further 
conference of the two parties gvill be held 
early next week, when the agrcement will be 
signed.

A PROTEST. 

Mr. Pethick-Lawrence, in offering ‘ un- 
compromising hostility ” to the Government's 
proposals concerning the unemployed, seized 
upon the letter addressed by the Prime 
Minister to Mr. Jarvis, Chairman of the 
United Dominions Trust, Ltd., in which thé 
view was expressed that wise and courageous 
expenditure, where incomes would bear it, 
should be regarded by all as an obligation.
